wrought in God; andit is the ſame Light that 
reproveth the Evil Deeds of thoſe that hate 
it, ſee Fohn 3.

See here how plainly theſe things make for 
us, and againſt our Oppoſer, and his Gain- 
ſaying the Immediateneſs of Chrift's faving 
Illumination, & the ſending the Spirit to guide 
all Chriſtians by its immediate bt 
Motions, wherein his Oppoſition pts 
tends to Atheiſm, and to reject the Saving 
Knowledge of God and Chriſt ; for that 
which may be known of God is manifeſt in 
man : And the true and living Knowledge of 
him is by the Revelation of his Son, the En- 
joyment of whoſe immediate Power and Pre- 
ſence is beyond all Outward Teaching, Words

Again, It manifeſtly tends to Atheiſm ta 
conclude, that no Divine orSaving Illumina-

diately from God, who have not thoſe Out- 
ward Means, how are their Souls Immortal, 
and capable of Future Rewards ? And what 
better then a Beaſt doth it render man (as to a 
future Condition) to ſuppoſe he hath no Di- 
vine Life and Illumination from his Maker,

< dren of Godare tavght cf God, and need 
<not any other Teacher, p, 13, 14. 

This he excepts againſt, as quite different 
from God's Method and } Vay ; wherein he 
hath oppoſed plain Scriptere Teſtimony ; 
They Jhall all be tauoht of God ; they ſhall net 
teach every Ian his New hbour, &c. But 
the Anointing which ye have received abideth 
#7 you, and ye nud no Man to feach yeus 
but as the ſame Anointins teacheth you of all 
things, &c. We do therefore' aſſert the 
Sufficiency of this Divine Illumination or 
Heavenly UnQtion, as being of it ſelf 
able to fhew and reveal to us what we ovght 
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to believe and do in all thinss; for. that it 
' was fuſficient, both to make true Prophets 
| and Preachers, and to inable tne Holy Men 
| of God to give forth what they ſpake, as 


they were moved by the Holy Ghoſt - And 
without the Inſpiration of the Almighty men 
cannot truly underſtand the Scriptures ; yet 
we do not confine the Holy One only to In- 
ward Teaching, 'or an Immediate Way ; 


though the Sufticiency thereof to them that 


are turned to it, we do afſert; yet by this 
Divine-Inſpiration or Immediate Teaching 
God hath been and is pleaſe\l to call out In- 
ſtruments to teſtife and preach' forth what 
their Eyes have ſeen, and Ears heard, and 
Hands hanJled of the Word of Liſe, even 
the ſame V Vord of Life wiich they have re- 
ceived; and this only 1s the effeftual and 
powerful Preaching, which flows from the 
VVord of Life or divine UncHon within,and 
not that which comes only by Tradition , 
Reading and Hear-ſfay, without the Spirit's 
Guidance.

But how proves he this either a Diſſembling 
or Contradiction, when we do not pretend to 
preach, teach or write without God's Teach- 


ing and Aid. wherein we proclaim the Sufti.. 


ciency thereof, exeiting Men to turn from 
Darkneſs to t'-eLisht,and from Sitan'sPow- 
erto God; for Power, Life, Spirit, I[lj1- 
mination and Teaching immediately, as he

For mens 
coming to learn of him «5 the Effe& of thesr 
believing bim to be the Son of God; and Be- 
lievers are deſcribed by the Recetving of 
Chriſt, John I. 12, As many 45 received 
him, to them he gave Power to become the 
Sons of God, even to them that believe on his 
Name ; and that Believers are deſcribed by 
their trufting in Chriſt or relyins on him, 
Eph. 1. 12. p. 135. |
